I suspect most of you with Ten Tec OMNI V and VI rigs already read 
the Ten Tec reflector, but for those of you who don't, there is some 
movement at Ten Tec to possibly ask their crystal filter supplier 

to build some custom CW filters for the OMNI's for a lower center 
frequency in the 1st IF of the rig. This will enable the use of 

a pair of 250 Hz CW filters at a lower sidetone note, say around 

500 Hz (some prefer the lower note to dig out the weak ones) instead 
of the 700 Hz note that is not really variable because of the 250 Hz 
width and the center freq of the 1st IF filter (the PBT doesn't help 
you vary the note here....) 


So....if anyone is interested in a narrow 1st IF CW filter with a 
lower note than 700 Hz, some guys over on the Ten Tec reflector are 
talking to Ten Tec about a special order for custom filters, they 
would probably cost way over the normal unless we get a lot of 
orders and the supplier has no other jobs at the moment, hi hi. 


Just FYI. ALSO, if you are interested in wider SSB filters for the 
OMNI rigs, there seems to be some interest in asking about that one, 
too. I personally like a wider SSB filter and a narrower CW filter 
(Freudian?). SO, go check out the Ten Tec reflector if this looks 
like fun to you!

use with lower level inputs. You should follow the amp with a low pass 
filter.

Maurice, I've run HF mobile since about 1993 in a Chev 4X4 extended cab truck. 
Here are 
some of the configurations I use for antennas: 


1. Triple mag mount on the roof with plastic between the cab paint and the bottom 
of the 

mag mount to prevent scratching. I use both ham sticks and an outbacker on the 
mag 

mount. 


2. Helical dipole for 20 metres suspended from the fibreglass ceiling of the 
canopy. I 

used 1/2 wavelength on each side (not a 1/4) and wound the wire around a broom 
handle, 

removed the broom handle and threaded a piece of twine down the centre of the 
resulting 


helix. The feed point is above the hinge for the canopy rear window and the legs 
of the 

dipole run out to the rear corners of the canopy roof and then up to the front 
corners of 

the roof. I used zap straps and duct tape at about 2 foot intervals to suspend 
the 

twine/wire antenna to the canopy roof. This set up is totally stealth and works 
OK, but 

not great from a propogation standpoint. 


3. Got a Fortex bugcatcher style antenna and mounted it on the rear step bumper 
using 

one of the three factory drilled ball mount holes. The bugcatcher is by far the 
best 

antenna performance wise and has been to Dayton and Alaska from Calgary since I 

got it in 

May. 


Hopefully this will help you in your deliberations.

Mariners fear for safety as Morse makes last dash 
MICHAEL PATERSON 
COASTGUARDS will no longer listen for SOS Morse code signals, 
in a move which has caused concerns among radio hams for sea safety. 
Samuel Morse:Invented the code in 1832. 


A satellite system will be used to pinpoint ships giving off 
a distress signal. Coastguards say technological advances 
have made Morse code obsolete. 


Few ship crew members learn the code, they point out. The 
coastguards will stop tuning to the Morse channel after 
Hogmanay. 


But George Allan, one of Scotland's leading Morse 
enthusiasts, believes the code is a vital back-up system for 
what he saw as the inevitable failures by the Global Maritime 
Distress and Safety System. 

The code, using dots and dashes, was invented by an American 
painter, Samuel Morse, in 1832 and has saved thousands of 
lives at sea. The international emergency codeword SOS is 
dot, dot, dot, dash, dash, dash, dot, dot, dot. 

The International Maritime Organisation agreed in the early 
1980s to phase Morse out by the end of the century. Britain 
opted last year to stop listening to Morse before the 1 
February 1999 deadline. France and Germany abandoned Morse 
last year. 

Mr Allan, secretary of the Morse Enthusiasts Group Scotland - 
which has several hundred members around the world - said 
there were practical reasons for monitoring the channels on 
which Morse signals could be picked up. 

He said: "I cannot complain about coastguards going ahead 
with modern methods, but the worry is that they are not 
retaining a back up. Morse should always be there in reserve. 
We will quickly get to the stage where hardly anybody on 
ships knows it. 

"It raises the question about what would happen if the 
satellite links are down. They would probably be one of the 
first targets in war." 

Morse signals were simple to sent round the world by bouncing 
off the atmosphere and the planet. Their clarity dropped less 
than voices transmitted by radio, he said. 

"I can send a signal bouncing off the atmosphere, back to 
earth and bouncing round the world to New Zealand," he said. 


"But Morse is now becoming an art instead of a science." 

A spokesman at HM Coastguard's headquarters at Falmouth said 
there was no cause for concern about scrapping Morse. 

He said: "There is no need for a hoo-hah. 

"There is no real reason why we should be listening for Morse 
signals," he said. 

British ships owners have been installing transmitters that 
send distress signals to satellites. Others have had to be 
more resourceful. "Some of the yellow welly brigade off the 
south coast use mobile phones," he said. 

There have been problems with the new method of calling for 
help, says Roy Clayton, chief Morse examiner for the UK's 
radio amateurs, who must pass a Morse exam to get a licence. 
"My understanding is that 95 per cent of calls picked up at 
Falmouth have been false alarms. This is because people who 
are not trained radio operators often operate the new 
equipment," he said. 

He foresaw other hitches. "As the UK, Europe, and the US 
switch over, the Third World countries will be left behind. 
Many of their ships will still be using Morse code. But if 
they send out a distress signal in Morse there may not be 
anybody listening," he said. 

If there were to be a repeat of a case like the Braer - the 
Liberian-registered tanker that ran aground on Shetland five 
years ago, causing what was then the world's 11th biggest oil 
spillage at sea - "you are not going to have anybody left to 
hear the signal, except perhaps an amateur radio enthusiast," 
he added. 

The new technology also had unfortunate limits, Mr Clayton 
said. In 1994, when the cruise ship the Achille Lauro was 
gutted by fire in the Indian Ocean and later sank, its 
initial rescue plea was transmitted to a satellite and picked 
up by a Norwegian rescue centre. 

But the rescue centre lost contact with the ship for two 
hours because all the satellite lines were taken up with TV, 
radio and newspapers trying to cover the event. 

Morse invented his code after a fellow dinner guest made a 
chance remark. He then lost most of his money trying to 
refine the wireless telegraph. But, 12 years later, he sent 
the world's first telegram, which said: "What God hath 
wrought. " 

He used a transmitter, containing a battery and a key, a 
small buzzer as a receiver and a pair of wires connecting the 
two. He added a second switch and a second buzzer for 
transmission in the opposite direction. 

The system rapidly gained acceptance all over the world. By 
1850, a sea cable linked Britain to Europe and eight years 
later a cable carried messages across the Atlantic. 


Tony Smith, consultant editor of Morsum Magnificat - the 
Morse Magazine 

said Morse code became much more prominent after the 
invention of radio, which meant a land line was no longer 
needed to send signals. 

The sinking of the Titanic in 1912 was a key moment in the 
use of Morse code. It led to a conference on sea safety in 
London which made it compulsory to have enough lifeboats for 
everybody on board and for liners to have three radio 
officers, to keep the radio manned 24-hours a day. 

During the Second World War, Morse was adapted so spies could 
send messages home. 

Modern radio "hams" need to manage 12 words a minute to get a 
top-level licence - though the best can get up to 35.

I though I hated CW once and I would use it only on the tests, now I only 
do CW-QRP. I got that same frustration when I learned the S and then the O 
from the Gordon West Tapes, I could not distinguish one from the other. If 
you already know the S and the O you are doing just fine. Learning the 
code is easy, it is easier than you think. First of all if you don't feel 


like practicing in a particular moment stop! come back later or even next 
day. Remember this is a HOBBY you should enjoy it! Take it easy relax 
there is no need to hurry, do it at your own pace. When you think you have 
mastered a lesson go back and repeat even if you think you know it 
perfectly. If during a practice you miss a letter forget it and try to 
copy the next, nobody copies perfect the first time they learn a new 
letter. If you miss say 30% or more of the copy repeat the previous 
lesson. Practice random characters they are excelent speed builders since 
you don't expect words and you don't concentrate on reading the messages 
being sent. You should sit down and write what you hear on paper. Don't do 
like a friend of mine that never grabbed a piece of paper and thought just 
hearing the tapes a couple of times and knowing all the characters in 
terms of dots and dashes would be enough. The tapes were good but not that 
much he, he. He never made it to NOVICE. If you have a pe at home you can 
find a nice piece of software on my home page. It is called morse academy 
and was the only thing I used when going from advanced to extra, it is 
really nice. Hope this helps I know the other guys will give you good 
advice. Don't get anxious just relax and practice.

The main thing is not to give up. Actually learning the characters is the 
hardest part - for me it was easier to do so before I ever listened to the 
tapes. I used to run the alphabet and do words in code in my head 
(admittedly I lead a dull life) but it worked. 


For those of us that went the Novice-General route, the really boring part 
was getting our code speed up to 5 WPM. Once you get your Novice 
privileges then you can "practice" on the air - upgrading your code skills 
takes care of itself. 


If you have Tech friends that are also trying to learn code, you can 
practice NOW on the air!. The January issue of "CQ VHF" magazine has an 
article and plans on MCW - Modulated CW. You can hook the gizmo to your FM 
HT and have real CW QSOs with your friends. 


If you belong to a local Ham club, I'm sure that someone would be willing 
to act as a "coach" to help you. My son is 13 & I was able to help him 
over the humps. 


There are a few computer programs that are readily available that can help 
you practice as well. 


There are a lot of us that started regarding code as a necessary evil in 
order to earn the rights to have real fun - SSB!. But quite a few of us 
have discovered the FUN of using CW. For example: 


1. The mechanics are fun. Tapping a key and listening to someone else 
tapping a key, while actually exchanging information can 
be really enjoyable. 


2. You can literally build a radio for $25.00 and work the world! Faint 
SSB signals can be hard to understand. And SSB rigs can be pretty 
expensive. But you can understand CW as long as you can HEAR it. 
I've worked some great DX working really weak sigs. 


3. If you're working CW and someone walks into the room, they can't 
understand what you're saying. 


4. You generally run across a (ahem) finer class of folks working CW. 
There are lots of "old timers" that hang out in the CW portions of 
the band, and they can be a delight to talk to.

I bought a 40M OHR Explorer I kit (~$100), a used 7Ah gell-cell (~$12), 
and some #413 insulated copper-weld. A QRP-L'er gave me a key, I got some 
RG58 (ethernet) free and use my old stereo headphones. I built the rig 
and another QRP-L'er aligned it. Built a 40M dipole and it's up about 
35 feet. I don't have a charger for the battery so when it dies I guess 
I'll use the lawn tractor battery. :-) I'm on the air for ~$150 or so. 
I'll bet you can do it even cheaper! And I'll bet you have more time on 
your hands than I do! Oh, I also bought a used Hallicrafters SX-71 (or 
somesuch) old old receiver for $25 to listen to W1AW and other bands. 
Takes awhile to warm-up :-)

Hi Josh, 


I was a Tech as a teenager sometime around 1974ish, before I could drive, 
and had to take the train to Phila PA to the FCC office for the test. I 
don't remember how I learned the code (at that time Tech was a Novice 
5WPM code test and General written test) but I hated it and after getting 
my license I never used it. Was only active on 2M, and after a year or 
two I became inactive. Let my license expire. 


When I discovered QRP-L about 3 years ago it sounded like so much fun 
I started studying to get licensed again. I was/am determined to learn 
and use the code, and become a good CW operator. I used the SuperMorse 
software on a PC to learn the code (I remember little from my previous 
ham life) and passed the 5WPM test easily. Set the speed to 15-20QWPM 
and the character spacing to 5+WPM. Use the function where SuperMorse 
fires a character at you and you must type the character on the keyboard. 
Once you learn all the characters use SuperMorse in QSO mode where you 
copy a simulated QSO, just like you'll have to do for your test. Crank 
up the character spacing speed as you get better. If you can copy 7-8WPM 
you can go take your test. 


The ARRL code tapes (CD's) might be an alternative if you don't have a 
PC. Also, there are alot of good web pages about learning morse. See 
K5FO's page at http://reality.sgi.com/adams/code.html for one example. 


I was just like you, saying "I hate morse." You need to convince 
yourself that you WILL learn it, and it WILL be fun when you do and 
get on the air. It's all mental. When it becomes second nature for 
you to listen and understand it without a consious decoding effort, 
you'll really use it and enjoy it. At least that's what I keep telling 
myself. :-) I'm a Tech+ and trying hard to find the time to get on 
the aix and make some QSO's, listen to W1AW code practice, etc. and 
increase my speed. But I've gotten over the "I hate morse" mental 
block, which I think is half the battle. 


I'm sure you'll get lots of good advice from your query to QRP-L.

You'll get xlotsx of good solid advice here, so I'll 
just add a few quick tidbits. 


1) Take breaks! If you've been listening for more than 
20 minutes straight, that's enough for the night! If 
you can do more with a smile on your face, that's 
great - go for it. Else limit yourself to 20 min each 
night (plus maybe 20m in the morning). A relaxed mind 
is a happy, receptive mind. 


2) Remember "dits" and "dahs"! My Elmer drilled this into 
my head. He'd walk into my office calling CQ in verbal 
Morse. He was relentless. It worked. :) Avoid those 
evil dots and dashes like the plague. I love the code, 
love it to pieces, but trying to read a series of dots 
and dashes on paper (or via email) is sheer torture. 

It must be how the French feel when I try to speak their 
language.... ;-) 


3) Say license plates aloud to yourself ("dit" and "dah"!) 
while commuting to work. Easy on the brain (don't have 
to try to keep up with a tape...) and keeps you learning. 


4) Get a practice oscillator (straight key, MFJ makes ‘em 
if you don't want to build one) and try sending a bit. 
Makes for a nice change of pace, and it'll help your 
ear hear the diff between letters since you're using a 
diff part of your brain (controlling the key) in 
addition to decoding the letters/numbers. 


5) HAVE FUN! 


6) HAVE FUN! Notice the emphasis. :) Make it fun, however 
you can. If you're having fun, you'll pick it up much 
faster. Annoy your spouse/significant other by saying 
"I love U" to them in Morse. Say something a bit more 
spicy and chuckle to yourself. Worked for me. ;-) 


Best of luck to you, and xpleasex keep us posted. See if 
you can find a local Elmer too.

What a challenging night on 40 Meters. It was like a test sampling all the 
various forms of interference encountered on 40 meters during the evening 


There was QRN galore masking any weak signal to be heard. I couldn't pick up 
WO3B all but heard some Foxes making their contacts and with what ensued during 
the following 2 hours, was a stellar lesson in patience, perserverance and good 
operating by the QRP group. 


Then just as I was barely able to pick up Bob's faint but readable signal right 
on 7.037, a digital station would crank-up right near frequency and blank 
everything out. This happened about five or six different times during the two 
hour period. 


There were several stations calling CQ right on frequency plus some other 
stations having QSO's with each other using very high power and overloading my 
QRP++ and blanking out any hope of receiving an intelligible weak QRP signal.

Gang, 


Just a note about last night. Just before the foxhunt I fired up 
the old GM-30 just to check out 30M as two things indicated the 
higher bands were open. 1. The Heath GC-1000 was locked into 
15.Q000MHz WWV signal and locked in long enough to indicate the 
3.600000MHz output reference freq was precise (I use this to 
calibrate frequency counters) and 2. Channels 2, 3, and 4 on 

the attic TV antenna were getting stations very strong from 

south of the USofA, so I would have expected some postings on 

the reflector by now of all the DX worked on 10M and 6M. :-) 


Worked W7QQQ and some others on 30M and then went down at 

the start of the hunt and heard the baying of the hounds 

but Bob was not to be heard at this QTH in Dallas TX. So 

I say, hey, I'll give him 45 minutes and I change the rig 
around (one of the hazards of the single band QRP mode of 
operation) and go back to 30M. I'm not hearing a peep outta 
anyone so I know the band is open as I get the cheap SW revr 
and tune to 10MHz and hear WWV loud and clear and I just 

fire up the keyboard to send CQ 3X3 and sure enough a station 
comes back. I work several stations in a row for 45 mins and 
go back to 40M to see if I can hear Bob. 


I just love it when someone says during a QSO that I must be 
guttsy to try QRPp on a dead band. The band isn't dead if you 
can hear a QRP signal. :-) 


Back on 40M the crowd is still there and I can hear Bob 
aperiodically just above the noise level and loud enough to 
give him a call twice, but he has stations stronger than I 
calling him. Then the station about 1/2 km from me gets on 
calling his regular scheduled time with a W6 and that's it 
for me for the night. 


The band was long as I was hearing the P-beacon on 7.002MHz 
also from the former Soviet Union. I think that is the 
first time for me for that beacon. 


So, the object here is to listen and watch for all the signs 
that the higher bands are open and right now the solar flux 
is climbing on one of the 27 day peaks. 17M and above are 
good candidates for openings and good ones as noted by 
previous posts the last couple of days from guys/gals and 
the DX they've worked. The most exciting thing about the 


start of this cycle is that more people than ever before will 
learn something about solar cycles and propagation just due 
to the wealth of realtime information available from the 
Astrophysicists and Solar Observatories that are online. 


Not too many of us have telescopes with H-Alpha filters 
around to observe the activity, but now literally millions 
of human beings have access to this information at any time. 


So those of you with the S38s sitting on the shelf, dust them 
off and let's hear you on 30M tonight and every night for the 
next 5 years. :-)

I haven't 
tried computer control of mine, so I would never notice the stuttering / 
lockup. Guess I'll have to cable it up to this PC and give it a go. I 
have Kenwood's program (it's free from their web site) but I haven't 


gotten around to trying it out yet. The conflict between the serial 
interface and the internal keyer seems like a software glitch in the 
rig's ROM that might take a new revision to cure. Wonder if it happens 
when using an external keyer or if it only occurs with T/R Log? 


BTW. Some of you are still appending html stuff to your postings, so you 
might want to take a look at your mailer / browser settings to see if you 
have that enabled. We all would appreciate the improvement in the S/N 
ratio. :-)

Point well taken. I didn't intend to make light of the "problem" at all! 
No slam intended! Just trying to think what may be going here, as I have 
bumped the Send button a couple of times, and though something had gone 
haywire with mine! Duhhh! :-) :-) 


Some people may be running the CAT interface at 56k baud or maybe even 
115k baud, so it might be understandable if the rig's cpu is trying to 
handle interrupts at that rate. The computer could also be a factor, or 
the cable hook-up. Kenwood probably didn't include buffered UARTS such as 
the 16C550 or 16C650 as most modern high speed computers are now using. 
That might explain it, but I can't tell from the schematic what 
architecture they are using to handle the serial interface. I have seen 
high speed serial stream data cause all kinds of problems and spurious 
interrupts at the wrong instant. The internal keyer would, of course add 
additional overhead to the rig's cpu duties. Witness the TT Scout freq. 
shifting problem. 


Or, it could just be a firmware bug, or a timing related issue ona 
control bus. 


I like to keep an open mind, but without using a logic analyzer and 
proper lab procedures, it may be a hard nut to crack. No doubt Kenwood's 
people will find it, and as was mentioned eariler - it may not be that 
much of a problem except under certain unusual conditions. 


Ahhh, the perils of digital circuitry. :-) :-( 
It would be interesting to know how many owners of the TS-570D / TS-570S 


are experiencing this, but Kenwood may be understandably tight-lipped 
about it. I 'll hook up mine to see if it does anything funky like this. 


Who has T/R log and / or where can I get it? I forgot to save that info a 
while back. 


If this is an inappropriate discussion for the entire list, please 
forgive me. But I know there are some other TS-570D QRPers here besides 
me. Perhaps this has all been hashed out on the Kenwood reflector, but I 
am not a subscriber to that list. Unless something important concerning 
this is discovered, I'll not add further to the S/N here since I'm not 
experiencing any fallout from this "problem".

> Now, that is a good question that I don't know the answer to. Well, 

> I'm sure that most can't, but of those actually active on CW, I'd bet 

> that more can copy in the 30 wpm range. 


I am glad that good operators will slow down when QRS is sent. I 
operate nearly 100% CW and have for years. Ability to go above 20 wpm 


is highly individualized and I can only handle above 20 wpm for short 
bursts. I passed my Extra code test but not by much. And to this day, 
I don't seem to be able to personally, comfortably operate higher than 
about 18 wom. When the high speed cw contests are on, I give them a 
try. I could learn from them, right? Actually, I just get worn out and 
go off and read a book. High speed code is a personal thing and I, for 
one, am glad there are a range of speeds on the air or I would not get 
to operate. My profound thanks to the under 20 wpm operators and to 
those who will slow down for me.

Gang -- 


Every so often, we manage to do something to reinforce our belief in some 
fundamental truths. Take station efficiency, for example. We all know 
that QRP operation is beneficial because it forces us to work on optimizing 
the rest of our stations. Without extra power to overcome losses in our 
antennas and transmission lines, we must make sure that every chain in the 
transmit link is passing on our signals without robbing any power. 


Last night's fox hunt just proved that axiom again. 


I wanted to see just how low I could go with power and still crack the 
pileup and catch myself a pelt. Others have posted their milliwatt 
exploits here on the list, and I have been amazed at their accomplishments. 


I grabbed a fixed 55 db attenuator from work but I realized when I got home 
that it had odd connectors for which I didn't have the necessary adapters. 
Hams are ingenious, however, and it didn't take me long to think about my 
carbon/aluminum antenna, otherwise known as a precision 50 ohm UHF 
terminator with aluminum heatsink and N connector input. Realizing that I 
would need to pay attention to efficiency with infinite attenuation, I 
pulled out a three foot piece of low-low loss 9913 cable with the necessary 
connectors and hooked it up to the transmitter and the dummy, er.., 
precision aluminum/carbon terminator. Notice that nothing was left to 
chance. The terminator made an excellent impedance match to the 
transmission line. I used the shortest practical length of transmission 
line, and I used the rig's internal tuner to make sure the transmit output 
was matched to the line. 


I was ready. At 0300Z, I listened on the Aluminum Gap Titan, and sure 
enough, there was WO3B. I took a deep breath, switched to the dummy load, 
and dropped my call in at the end of the QSO. I heard my own call come 
back as I let out my breath. It did take one fill -- Bob asked me to 
repeat my power. I suppose sending OW might tend to confuse people. But 
we got that straightened out and there is one more fox pelt in the log. 


It just goes to prove that you don't need power to get out. 


I wonder if this qualifies for the miles/watt award. Let's see... 3 miles 
divided by 0 watts is....WOW! Where's that award application form? 


Isn't this fun?

Knowing the difficulties in measuring, calibrating and specifying 
inductance/capacitance 
meters I was very careful to clearly state how my unit (L/C Meter IIB) 
was specified. 
% Of reading TYPICAL where typical means: 
The average error of 83 different components compared to: 
HP4275A (test freq=3D1MHz) for components ranging from .1uHy to 1mHy 
and 2.7pf to .068 uFd. 
B&K 878 (test freq=3D1KHz) for components ranging from 1 mHy to 100 mH= 


y 
and .1 uF to 1.6 uF. 


In fact the average error of a test of 5 production L/C Meter IIB's was 
on the order of .25%, however, 

the maximum error was typically +/- 2% and as high as +/-5% in very rare 
instances.

Of interest, I measured these same components on both an HP4275A digital 
L/C bridge and an 

HP4276 digital RF impedance bridge. These two multi-thousand dollar 
instruments disagreed 

by +/- a few percent to as much as 30% at .1uFd. In all fairness I 
doubt that an RF impedance 


bridge was designed to handle capacitance values this large. 


Inductors actually consist of inductance, stray capacitance and 
resistance. Capacitors consist of 

capacitance, stray inductance and resistance. The accuracy of any L/C 
measurement is dependent 

on how the technique handles the stray inductance/capacitance and the 
resistance as well as the 

accuracy of the amplifiers and detectors in the instrument. 


I'm not familiar with the RF-1 but gather from the dialog that it is an 
RF Impedance bridge. 

An RF impedance bridge would treat a capacitor as a series capacitance, 
small series inductance, and 

a small series resistance. The measured impedance would be the vector 
sum of the algebraic sum of = 


the inductance and capacitance reactances and the resistance. Since it 
cannot separate these = 


impedance=92s It must assume it is entirely capacitive or inductive and 
display the value in Farads or Henrys. = 


Since the impedance vector is always slightly greater than the reactance 
vector it will tend to read a little 
too high as a function of the components Q. 


In L/C Meter IIB the component is measured by inserting it into a 
parallel resonant tank circuit 

consisting of a standard inductor and capacitor. The resulting change 
in frequency is measured 

and the value of the component computed. The values of the standard 
inductor/capacitor are 

determined to within 1% during the calibration phase of the meter. = 


(Details of the process are = 
described in the instruction manual). 


The effect of stray inductance and capacitance is somewhat swamped out 
by the standard inductance/ 

capacitance. As such L/C Meter IIB reads a bit closer to the pure 
inductance or capacitance than an 

RF impedance bridge. That is not to say that this is actually a better 
method than an RF bridge, = 


just different. The effect of stray inductance or capacitance in L/C 


Meter IIB is to slightly shift the = 


phase of the tank circuit slightly affecting the frequency and thus the 
measured value. 


The resonant frequency is defined as 1/(2pi SQR(LC)). At this point the 
tank has maximum impedance 
but more importantly, zero degrees phase shift. When the tank circuit is 
employed in an oscillator = 


1/(2pi SQR(LC)) is NOT the EXACT frequency of oscillation . = 


Oscillators tend to oscillate at 

whatever frequency has zero degrees phase shift around the circuit. If 
the amplifier portion of the 

oscillator has say 10 degrees phase shift then it oscillates at the 
frequency where the tank circuit 

provides minus 10 degrees phase shift. How far off the resonant 
frequency this may be is a function 

of the Q of the tank circuit. (The rate of change of phase with 
frequency is a function of Q). 


Phase shift in the amplifier is due to action of reactive components in 
the amplifier and propagation 

delay through the amplifier. In L/C Meter IIB the oscillator is an 
LM311 which has a propagation 

delay of about 100 nSec. This translates to about 25 degrees phase 
shift at 750 KHz decreasing to 

less than one degree at 20 KHz. There is an undocumented non-linear 
equation being solved in L/C 

Meter IIB that applies a correction factor to the value of inductors to 
account for this phase variation. 

It ranges from as much as 7% for small value of inductance to zero % for 
large values. 


L/C Meter IIB was trained to track an HP4275. An HP4275 is specified as 
=2E1% average and sells = 


for about $7000 used/reconditioned. L/C Meter IIB provides about 1/10 
of the accuracy at about 

1/70th of the cost. 

There are three additional sources of errors when using L/C Meter IIB. = 


Big errors will result if the = 


10uFd tantalum capacitor is installed backward. This forward biases the 
tantalum upsetting 


the DC operation point of the oscillator. Secondly, L/C Meter IIB 
measures the frequency, F1, without 

the component under test when the Lx and Cx switches are off (out) and 
measures the frequency, F2, 

with the component under test when the Lx or CX switch is on (in). It 
computes the value as a = 


function of these two frequencies. If the Lx or Cx switch is left in 
too long, the oscillator may drift = 


slightly causing F1 to be incorrect. The Lx or Cx switch should be 
released every minute or two to 

allow the unit to re-measure F1. Lastly even the small amount of power 
applied to the component by 

L/C Meter IIB can heat the component enough to change its value by up to 
a few percent. I=92ve noticed 

this on slug tuned coils, such as the TOKO line, wound with very tiny 
wire. Other instruments that 

apply even greater amounts of power can cause even greater changes due 
to heating. 


Mike, WA8MCQ, summed it up pretty well by saying that great accuracy is 
not really required. = 


You only need to measure accurately enough to get the component within 
"“tweeking range" of 

whatever level of performance you want from the circuit it is going 
into. = 


It reminds me of an old joke about how to tell the difference between a 
physicist and an engineer. 

If you place a naked blonde at one end of a long hall and an engineer 
and a physicist at the other end 

and tell both that they can go half way to the target but then must 
stop. They can then proceed half the 

remaining distance and stop. and so on. The physicist won't even start 
out because he knows he can 

never get all the way there. The engineer will because he knows he will 
get close enough.
